His Excellency, P. H. Berr, Governor of Texas: 


Sm: The duty of repressing hostilities among the Indian 
tribes, and of protecting frontier settlements from their depre- 
dations, is the most difficult one which the Army has now to 
perform; and nowhere has it been found more difficult, than 
on the western frontier of Texas. The vast extent of the coun- 
try to be guarded, and the facility with which, when pressed, 
maraüders pass into the neighboring territory of Mexico, 
whither they cannot be pursued, and where they can form new 
plans of attack, secure from observation, render it impossible 
with the force at the disposal of this Department, or with any 
other, bearing a reasonable proportion to that required in other 
parts of our country, to give that degree of security which 
Rom to be expected by the Governor and citizens of the 

tate. i 

Much of this difficulty could, in my judgment, be obviated 
by the Government of Texas. While the Indians have no ter- 
ritory of their own, they have virtually a right to roam where 
they will, and the military force can only interpose when they 
` assume the character of an enemy, a fact which, under the 
circumstances, it is frequently difficult to determine until after 
outrage has been committed, E 

If, on the other hand, the Indians were limited to a defined 
territory, their presence elsewhere would be an offence, at once 
justifying interposition of the military force, which, in a great 
majority of the cases, could preveut depredations and outrage: 
without bloodshed. This policy has been pursued with perfect 
success by the Government of the United States; and besides 
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` the certainty which it introduces into the relation between the 
Army and the Indians, it has been attended with other grati- 
fying results. 

If the Government of Texas would, in imitation of this ex- 
ample, set aside a tract of land of sufficient extent on her 
_ northern border, and would give jurisdiction over it to the 

United States, it is believed that the scattered tribes of Indians 
in that State, could be gathered and concentrated there, and 
placed under such restraint as would enable this Department 
much more effectually to protect the citizens from savage dep- 
redations. 

The removal of the Indians will also afford inducements for 
the settlement and cultivation of lands now occupied by them, 
or subject to their incursions, and according to the experience 
in the United States, persons, who, in the present unsettled con- 
dition of affairs, would hesitate to trust themselves within 
reach of roving bands, would not fear to settle on the very 
borders of the Indian country, 

If, in your judgement, these views deserve the consideration 
of the Government of Texas, and if the measure suggested be 
adopted, I am confident that united benefit will result; and 
the troops on your frontier can give all the support which would 
be required to enable the Indian Department to carry it into 
effect.

The business of this department has been greatly retarded 
owing to its heavy increase and the want of sufficient force. 

Our citizens from the most remote parts of the State, have 
visited Austin for the purpose of obtaining patents for their 
lands ; many of whom were compelled to leave for their homes 
disappointed, it not being in the power "f the department to 
grant them the necessary and expected accommodations. 

The act of the legislature concerning surveys of lands, ap- 
proved 10th February, 1852, requiring the return of field-notes 
to the General Land Office by the 31st of August, 1853, also 
caused a very heavy rush of business by the return of several 
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thousand claims which required the entire foree of the Depart- 
SE to regulate for registry and prepare for their respective 
es. 

There are now pending about 1200 applications for patents, 
averaging about six claims each, making 7,200 claims now 
before us, which have undergone no examination whatever, 
and many of which have not yet been registered on the books 
of the office. To which may be added 500 like applications 
made since the 1st of Jenuary last, which have been examined 
and suspended owing to partial defects, making in all 10,200 
claims for which parties are now very anxiously awaiting 
patents; besides a large number of claims, amounting to 
8,040 previously filed, but not patented, for which there are no 
immediate applications. , uh 

lt is evident, therefore, that with the present force of the 
department, it will require year8 to accommodate our citizens ^ ^ 
by granting them patents, many of whom have sold their lands 
but cannot receive one dollar in payment until they receive 
from the government titles for the same. 

To the Commissioner, who has ever been anxious to accom- 
modate those who have visited the department on business, it 
is very unpleasant to send applicants away disappointed, after 
having traveled several hundred miles, expecting to receive 
that accommodation which they deem it the duty of the govern- 
ment to extend to them. i». 

I would therefore most respectfully urge the necessity of 
additional clerical aid. It granted, it would be the means of 
relieving in a few months, the anxious minds and urgent neces- 
sities of many of our citizens. 

As reported above, the number of blank patents on hand 
amount to 3,512, whieh could, with additional aid, be worked 
off in a short time. I would therefore suggest that an appro- 
priation be made for the purchase of 25,000 more. This num- 
ber may appear large, but as I flatter myself with an increase 
of elerieal aid, it could so be arranged as to average throughout 
the year 36 patents per day, which would amount in one year 
. 1011,289; therefore before the meeting of another legislature,(two 
years) 29,464 patents could be made, -but should the number of 
applieations not require that number during the next two years, 
yet another reason exists why they should be procured, which 
E the great difficulty in procuring parchment in the United 

tates. 

Heretofore, when our orders for patents have been received 
by our agents in New York, they found that, and other cities 
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in the United States, destitute of the quantity réquired, conse- 
quently, were compelled to send to Europe for a sufficient sup- 
ply. The same difficulty, I presume, still exists. 

‘In conclusion, I most respectfully solicit the Honorable Leg- 
islature to appoint a committee of both Houses to examine into 
the affairs of this Department, when they can better determine as 
to its necessities.

Sm :—I have the honor herewith to transmit a report shewing 
the current business of this office from the first day of October, 
A. D., 1851, until the 31st day of October, 1853, inclusive ; 
together with such suggestions as I deem it my duty to offer 
for the consideration of your Excellency. | 

Exhibit No. 1, shows the number of Bounty, Donation and 
Head-right Certificates, with the total amount of acres issned 
by Col. Ben. F. Hill, Adjutant General, from the first day of 
October, A. D., 1851, to the 24th day of November, A. D., 
1851, inclusive. à 

Exhibit No. 2; shows the number of Bounty, Donation and 
Head-right Certifieates, with the total amount of acres issued 
by James S. Gillett, Adjutant-General, from the 27th day of 
November, 1851, until the 31st day of October, 1853, inclusive. 

By comparing the reports made by Colonels Jno. D. Pitts 
and Ben. E. Hill, with the one now presented, you will observe 
that there has been a marked increase in the number of mili- 
tary Land Warrants issued. This may be readily accounted 
for in two ways. First, the great number of heirs who are now 
arriving of age, and beginning to look after the intcrests of 
their deceased relatives ; and secondly, the increased demand 
for and consequent rise in value of land certificates. 
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While in the performance of the duties connected with my 
office, I have found that there still remains a large amount of 
land due those who participated in the struggle for the inde- 

endence of Texas. In the Georgia Battallion, or Colonel 
annin’s command, alone, there still remains one hundred and 
thirty-six names to whom no land certificates have been issued. 
Supposing them all to have been single men, their heirs are 
entitled, under the law, to 548,896 acres of land. But suppos- 
ing one-half of them to have been married, which I think not 
more than a fair calculation, the amount of land due will be 
swelled to 759,696 acres. There are many other commands 
which have large amounts of land still due, particularly the 
foreign volunteers, who were furloughed and never again called 
into service. But for want of time or assistance, I have heen 
unable to make farther investigations, by which I could have 
been able to have reported very nearly the true quantity of 
land yet due from the State for military services. . 
I beg leave here to submit one remark in regard to dis- 
charges. The law requires that all discharges shall be counter- 
signed by at least one field officer, after having been signed by 
the Captain or commandant of the company, which require- 
ment at this time, operates very hard in many cases, a8 a great 
number of worthy soldiers were discharged, their captains only 
signing their discharges. Some of these were filed with the 
Pay Masters, and the soldier paid his money thereon, but not 
wanting his land at that time, did not apply for it. Now under 
the law, land warrants will not issue upon them unless the sig- 
nature of a field officer can be obtained. This, in a large num- 
ber of instances, amounts almost to a bar of the claim, as many 
of the field officers have either died or removed from the State, 
thereby rendering it impossible to comply with the law, and I 
can see no good reason indeed, why the land should not issue 
when an honorable discharge is presented, signed by the com- 
mandant of the company, and the justice of the claim sustained 
by the records of this office. 1 would therefore respectfully 
recommend a repeal of the requirement above alluded to. 

Exhibit No. 3, shows the number of volunteers called into 
service of the State by the Governor, for the protection of our 
western frontier. lam unable to give any further information 
in regard to these companies, than that shown by the return. 
the commandants of them having made no reports to this office. 
You will observe that the companies were not full when mus- 
tered into service, but the Captains had orders from me to 
recruit until their organizations were complete, which I presume 
they did.

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Exhibit No. 4, shows the number and condition of the arms 
in store belonging to the State. I would most respectfully 
call your attention to the great necessity of the erection of a 
fire-proof building, suitable for the reception and safe keeping 
of the arms now on hand and those due, and which will 
be due the State of Texas from year to year, from the General 
Government, The arms are now in the second story of the 
building occupied by the Seeretary of State, and in case of fire 
must inevitably be destroyed. Your Excellency wiil no doubt 
recollect having received a letter in 1852, and one in 1853, 
from Col. A. K. Craig of the Ordnance Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C., in regard to the quota of arms due Texas. These 
letters were transmitted to this office for answer, which was 
done, and the originals returned to the Executive Department. 
Accompanying exhibit No. 4, is a copy of my last answer to 
Col. Craig, which will explain in part, the reason why the res- 
idue of the arms now due were not desired to be forwarded at 
that time. 

Like my predecessors in office, I have no report to make in 
regard to the militia of the State, as no returns of any descrip- 
tion have been made during my term of office; nor indeed have 
lany suggestions to make, for I have always looked upon 
militia organizations and musters as resulting in but little or 
no practical good to the community, 

In conclusion, T will inform your Excellency that I have 
endeavored with all the ability I possess, to arrange and sys- 
tematize this office, so that its current business might be done 
with more facility than heretofore, and flatter myself that 1 
have, tosome extent at least, succeeded. Acting upon the 
suggestion of your Excellency last summer, I employed a clerk, 
and have continued one in service for the period of five months, 
by which the business of the office has been much facilitated. 
This expense I have met with my private funds, and indulge 
the hope that I may be reimbursed.

Government and Discipline. 


It affords them pleasure to state that, under the Superintend- 
ence of Col. James Gillaspie, all the varied branches of business 
in which the convicts have been employed has been conducted 
with a success unknown, as they believe, to any similar institu- 
tion in its infancy. The work on the buildings and walls are 
far advanced. The pecuniary interests of the State have been 
guarded, and the health and comfort of the unfortunate inmates 
well attended to. The convicts are orderly and industrious, and 
in only one case have we been compelled to authorize the Super- 
intendent to infliet stripes.

In a former report of the board, it was respectfully suggested 
for the favorable consideration of your Excellency and the Hon- 
orable Legislature, the expediency and necessity of converting 
the institution, on its completion, into a cotton factory. The di- 
rectors have had no cause to change the opinions then expressed. 

The law.providing for its erection, and the various employ- 
ments of the convicts, provides that they shall be engaged at such 
business as “ will least interfere with the general mechanical in- 
dustry of the country.” The law is bound to be a nuility—a 
dead letter on the statntes of the State, if the proposed measure, 
or some similar one is not provided ; for so soon us the buildings 
are completed, the convicts must be engaged In some business 
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inside the walls; and at what can they be engaged but in all 
the varied mechanical branches of industry of the State? The 
ordinary current expenses of such institutiots are bonud to 
be heavy, and more particularly in a State of the size of ouis, 
where convicts have to be taken, in some instances, five hundred 
miles. And we honestly believe that, independently of the inju- 
ry done the mechanics of our own country, that the cotton and 
woollen manufacture would come nearer meeting these expenses, 
if not, when in successful operation, furnishing a balance in fa- 
vor of the State. We have the raw material in our own State 
which is now sent abroad to be fabricated and returned to us for 
our consumption, with all the costs and charges added, fos- 
tering and building up foreign monopolies to the prejudice of 
our own citizensat home. Should the Hon. Legislature adopt our 
views, and take necessary steps for the introduction ot ihat 
branch of industry, it will only require an additional appropria- 
tion (for the erection of suitable buildings) of about five thousand 
(85,000) dollars. : i 
We would again call the attention of your Excellencyand Hon. 
Legislature to the minimum term of imprisonment., Under the 
present law a large number of convicts are sent for only one 
year; so soon as they begin to pay expenses, their time is out. 
Many cost the State from one huudred and fifty to two hundred 
dollars for transportation alone. We think it should be raised 
to two if not three yeais. ` l 
Agent. 


Under the supplemental act of February 16th, 1852, the board 
of directors appointed John S. Besser the purchasing and -dis- 
bursing agent of the institution, and it affords us pleasure in 
saying that in the discharge of the various duties incumbent on 
him by virtue of the law creating the office, that the financial af- 
fairs of the institution have been conducted by him with rigid 
economy and an eye single to the State’s interest, which by re- 
ference to his transcripts of purchases made, we doubt not, will 
be fully sustained. 

In connection with that office, and its duties and responsibili- 
ties, we would fail in our duty if we did not recommend an in- 
crease of compensation.

Bic, When at New Orleans last spring on business connected 
with the Penitentiary, in compliance with your request, 1 visited 
the Louisiana and Mississippi penitentiaries, and made ,as tho- 
rough an examination of their respective operations, in the man- 
ufacture of cotton and woolen goods, the cost of engines, machine- 
ry raw materials and employees, and amount manufactured, as 
practicable; and shall, as briefly as possible, give your Excellency | 
the result. De 

The engine and machinery at the Louisiana penitentiary, at 
the present advanced value of iron, would cost, delivered, about 
$36,000. The engine is of sufficient power to drive a greater 
amount of machinery should it be needed. There are ninety- 
six convicts engaged in that business; also, an engineer and 
master-workman—the former at $600, the latter at $750 per year. 
They-consume 481 bales of cotton (at an average weight of 425 
pounds), and about 15,000 pounds of wool per quarter; and man- 
ufacture for sale an average of 21,000 yards of Lowels, and 
2,400 yards of woolens per week ; making of the former 273,000, 
and of the latter 31,200 yards per quarter ; and sell about $5,000 
worth of spun yarn during the same period ; also, batting from 
refuse cotton probably sufficient for the purchase of fuel. The 
institution is leased by the State to the firm of McHatton, Ward 
& Co. for $4,000 per year,(the State paying for the transportation: 
of convicts). From the former gentleman 1 understood that the 
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last year, owing to an insufficiency of machinery, they made bnt 
little. But that this year, with the present increase, they will 
make a handsome profit. With the exception of brickmaking, 
there 1s nothing made at this institution that enters into compe- 
tition with the mechanical industry of the country: finding a 
ready sale for all that 1s made. 

‘The engine and machinery in the Mississippi Penitentiary 
would, for the same cause, cost, delivered, about $25,000, and 
manufacture about one third the amount made by the Louisiana 
Penitentiary. Theyalso manufacture for sale every article that 
is made by the mechanics of the country. Col. Swan, the Su- 
perintendent, informed me that the institution has never paid its 
current expenses, That their operations in the cotton and wool- 
en business was too contracted ever to pay expenses, which posi- 
tion is fully sustained by reference to a brief statement hereto an- 
nexed of the operations of the Louisiana Penitentiary for three 
months, where a greater amount of business is done in that line,

I have not included the interest which has accrued on the 
indemnity bonds retained in the Federal Treasury, considering 
it as an offset to the interest on our debt accruing subsequent 
to the 1st of July, 1850, the date to which interest is calculated

The Attorney General of the United States has bya recent 
opinion, revised to some extent the decision’ of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, made some two years since, designating the 
class of liabilities of the late Republic, contemplated by the 
act of Congress of September 9th, 1850, as being secured by a 
pledge of impost duties, and on which decision the legislature 
predicated their action in passing the act of January 31st, 1852, 
providing for the payment of the public debt. The Secretary’s 
decision included Treasury notes as covered by said pledges. by 
the opinion of the Attorney General they areexcluded. Also, 
the 8 and 10 per cent. bonds, issued under act of February 5th, 
1840, are not regarded by the former as being covered by the 
Pledge while by the opinion of the latter they came under the 

ledge. : 

d The foregoing exhibitis prepared in accordance with the 
decision of the Secretary of the Treasury, that being the one 
on which the action of Texas has hitherto been based. The 
recent decision does not affect the general result of the debt, it 
merely transfers from the unpreferred debt to the revenue debt, 
the 8 and 10 per cent. bonds amounting in the aggregate, inclu- 
ding interest, to $501,759 00 and vice versa, transfers the 
Treasury notes, which amount to $806,874 00, from th" latter 
to the former class of debt, 

The 8 and 10 per cent bonds not having been reeognized as 
coming within the revenue pledge, were unconditionally ap- 
propriated for by act of January 31st,. 1852, and the larger 
portion has been already paid. The Treasury notes being .con- 
sidered a portion of the revenue debt, were only appropriated 
for conditionally.

It is generally complained.of by the ‘Assessors and Cóllectors;c.. 
that their compensation is not adequate to the dntag «which. 
they have to perform, and the result has been that number: 


* 
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of out. most conipeteht officers have ih córisequence resigned. 
To lessen the labors of the Assessors-to some extent, I would 
recommend that the present law on the subject of Assessing be 
so altered as to authorize these -officers to: make kngwn by 
public notice that at a:certain time and place in each- qustice's 
precinct, within their respective counties, they will attend for 
the purpose of receiving from the citizens thereof a schedule 
of. their taxable property, and all parties failing to respond to 
such notice, that the Assessor be authorized to charge a fee of 
fifty cents, for having to visit the residence of such party, the 
same to be charged on the. Assessment rolls and collected as 
other amounts are collected. I would also recommend a simi- 
larclause on the subject of collecting. - 

These requirements would not be burdensome on the fax 
payer, whilst they would greatly diminish- the.labors of the 
Assessors, a ee — 


Increase of dutiés.of Comptroller in Connection with the Tax 
; - System. 


The tax business under the present revenue system, imposes 


on the Comptroller a vast amouut of labor; and comprises a 
very important part of the duties to be by him performed, To 
enable this to be done satisfactorily .and in a manner to avoid 


confusion, prevent injustice to individuals, and fulfil all impor-, 


tant requirements, the services of at least one additional Clerk 
are indispensable, and I respectfully request that the needful 
assistance beallowed. In connection with this subject; E would 
remark that the principal Clerk assigned to the superintengency 
of this important duty, should be a person of capacity and 


high business qualifications. To enable the services of such a ' 


erson to’ be obtained and secured, I would respectfully recom- 
mend that he be allowed a compensation equal to that received 
by Chief Clerks of Departments.. 


Delinquents oi the Late Repudlic--Adjusiment of their 
` Indebtedness, 


Under the requirements of an act approved February 7th, 
1853, in relation to the settlement of the Fiscal Affairs of the 
ate Republic, the indebtedness of as many of the delinquent 
officers as was practicable, has been stated and placed in the 
hands of the District Attorneys tor settlement. The remaining 
aecounts will be prepared and placed im due train of adjust- 
ment as soon as circumstances will permit; thus it is hoped 
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that this protracted and complicated business will, ere long, be 
brought to a definite and satisfactory close. 


Sale of Austin City Lots--A Law for the Security of Public: ` 
Property at the Seat of Gevernment Recommended. 


As directed by an act passed at the recent Extra Session of 
the Legislature, I sold in the month of May last, to the highest 
bidder, 325 of the public lots in the City of Austin and tract 
adjoining, which yielded in the aggregate the sum of $31,307 
50, being an average of $96 33 per lot. The first, and a 
portion of the second and third instalments have been paid, and 
the proceeds deposited in the Treasury, as will be seen by ref- 
erence to statement “ E? accompanying. 

There are yet remaining unsold 306° lots, of value equal on 
the average to those sold. i 

A law for the protection and security of publie property at 
the seat of Government is much required. I would therefore. 
respectfully recommend the enactment of the necessary provi- 
sions therefor, placing the property specially under the care of 
the Comptroller or some other officer, invested with authority 
to prosecutein behalf of the State, in all cases of trespass, &o. 


Railroads--Issue of Landscript for Road Completed, 


On the application of the Agent of the Buffalo Bayon, 
Brazos and Colorado Railroad Company, a Commissioner was 
appointed by the Governor to examine and report on the num- 
ber of miles of'said road alleged to have been completed. 
Accordingly, on the 22d of August last, the Commissioner thus 
appointed reported that he had examined and found completed 
in a substantial and satisfactory manner and ready for use, 
nineteen and one-half miles of said Railroad. In conformity 
with said report and the requirements of an act of the Legisla- 

"ture, approved January 29th, 1853, I instructed the Commis- 
sioner of the General Landoflice to issue to said company land- 
scrip at the rate of eight sections of 640 acres each, for each 
mile of said road so reported to have been completed. This is 

_ the only company, so far as the Comptroller has been advised, 

who have advanced under their charter to the extent requisite 
to entitle them to a bonus of land from the State. 

It is believed that the accompanying statements from “ A” 
to “G,” contain an account of the general operations of this 
office for the two last fiscal years terminating on the 81st ult. 
Should the Legislature require any additional information te 
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that contained in this report, it shall be promptly furnished. 
And should any investigation of the office be deemed neces- 
sary, it will give me much pleasure to afford every facility to 
any committee that may be charged with such duty. j

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE, 


OFFICE op THE SECRETARY op STATE, 
Austin, Nov. 26th, 1858. 


To his Excellency, the Governor : -- 


I have the honor to submit the following brief report, of mat- 
ters connected with the business of this office, for the last two 
years : | 
` The most important duty, perhaps, devolving upon this De- 
partment, is that of superintending the printing of the laws and 
attending to their proper distribution throughout the State. To 
provide for a performance of the latter portion of this duty, an 
appropriation of two thousand dollars was made at the last regu: 
lar session of the legislature. - ` 

At the termination of that session, I publicly invited propo- 
sals for the distribution of the laws and journals, Hartley’s Di- 
gest, Reports of the Supreme Court, and the laws of the first 
and second sessions of the 31st Congress, throughout two dis- 
tricts of the State—one, composed of the counties lying east, the 
other west of the Brazos River. Among the offers made for thé 
former, I accepted that of M. M. Seay,.at the price of five hun- 
dred dollars, and for the latter, that of Joseph Harrell, at threa 
hundred and fifty dollars, and contracts were made with them 
accordingly. These gentlemen discharged their duty to my 
entire satisfaction. Their contracts, though undertaken at very 
low rates, were promptly and faithfully performed. 

The laws and journals of the late extra session of the legisla- 
ture were distributed, by mail, 

Tn accordance with the requirements of the act of March 20th, 
1848, there have been forwarded to the Librarian of Congress, 
Secretary of State of the United States, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and to the Executive Departments of all the States and 
"Territories, copies of the laws of the last regular and extra ses- 
sion of the legislature; also, the requisite number of the 4th, 
oth, 6th and 7th volumes of the Reports of decisions of the Su- 
preme Court. And, as required by the act of the 2d February, 


1850, two copies of' each volume of the Reports have been 
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transmitted for deposit in the office of clerks of the District 
and County Courts of their respective counties. . 

I understand from the Reporter, (O. C. Hartley, Fsq.,) that 
the 8th and 9th volumes of the Supreme Court Reports have 
been published, and that the number of copies subscribed for 
by the State, will be delivered in a very short time. . 

The Executive Proclamations requiring a vote of the people 
to be taken on the act, approved February 7th, 1853, making 
appropriation: for the improvement of the rivers, and the Joint 


esolution of the same date, proposing an amendment to the | 


constitution, were duly published in many of the public prints 
of the State. 

According to the retnrns received and now on file in this 
office, the result was as follows, viz: 


For the River Bill, 6,482 
Against the same, . 19,491 
Majority against it, ` 13,059 
For amendment of the Constitution, 13,940 
Against the same, 7,944 
Neutral ` 1,869 

—— . 15,313 
Majority against it, 1,878 


Both of these measures are therefore regarded as lost. A 
tabular statement of the vote is herewith enclosed. 

The constitution, in describing the mode in which that in- 
strument may be amended, seems to contemplate that a majo- 
rity of all those voting for Representatives, shall also vote in 
favor of the proposed amendments, otherwise the same woul 
be defeated. I presume, therefore, that those who are neutral, 
or do not vote at all, must be counted with those who may vote 
directly against the amendment proposed. 

In xegard to the vote taken on the amendment in question, if 
is proper to observe that in most instances the returns only gave 
the number of votes cast for and against its adoption, without 
showing the number of voters who were neutral, or who did not 
vote at all. In such cases, the proper result, or an approxima- 
tion to it, has been arrived at, where sutticient data was afforded 
by adding together the number of votes given directly for and 


against the amendment. The aggregate subtracted from the, 


whole number of votes given for Representatives, shows the 
number of neutral votes, which, added to the number given di- 
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, H 
rectly against the amendment, shows the amount of votes Te- 
garded by the-constitution as cast against the proposed-meas- 
ure. If it be desired, the original "returns will be laid before 
the legislature. eios 
“The laws which were directed by His Excellency, Gov. Bell, 
to be translated and printed in the Spanish and German lan- 
guages, have been distributed to the extent deemed necessary. 

It seems that the appropriation of fiffeen hundred dollars 
made for this object, was not sufficient to defray the expense 
incurred. 

Under contracts made with the Governor by C. H. Buchner, 
of Galveston, and Mr. Riotte, of San Antonio, the former claims 
a balance of $1,874 for printing 800 copies of the laws in Ger- 
man, stitching and delivering the same; while Mr. Riotte 
claims a balance of $336 90 for translating the same, superin- 
tending their printing, &c. To liquidate these claims, an ad- 
ditional appropriation will become necessary. 

A considerable amount will also be required to defray thé 
expense of publishing in the various papers ordered by the 
Governor, the Proclamations for the last general election held 
in the State, and on the adoption or rejection of the act making 
appropriations for the improvement of the rivers. 

Propositions to amend the constitution of our State are di- 
rected by the constitution itself to be published in the public 
prints of the State. -The intention was doubtless to give them 
the greatest possible publicity. | 

I presume, therefore, that every paper in the State had the 
right to publish and charge for the Proclamation of the Ge- 
vernor, relative to the late proposed amendment. I have no 
means of stating accurately, what the: charges will amount to 
in the aggregate, for publishing the various proclamations re- 
ferred to, and those offering rewards for the apprehension of 
criminals, but from the best judgment I can form, an appropri- 
ation of five thousand dollars will not be more than sufficient to 
eover them. 

There are many other matters of minor importance, which 
might be adverted to, but I deem it unnecessary to do so. The 
duties of this office, though complicated and important, consist 
for the most part in minute details, which would possess no 
interest in a communication like this.

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to transmit the accompany- 
ing Report of the State Treasurer for the fiscal year ending Oc- 
tober 31st, 1853, being more in extenso than that which accom- 
panied my general message to the present session of your hon- 
orable bodies, and which is therein referred to by that officer. 

The suggestions submitted by the Treasurer in this report, 
relative to the change of the deposit in the Treasury known as 
the General School Fund, from specie to the U. S. Bonds bear- 
ing five per cent. interest, and the appointment of a committee 
from your honorable bodies to examine the condition of his of 
fice, have my full concurrence, and I therefore recommend 

them to the favorable consideration of the Legislature.

To his Excellency P. H. Barr, 

: Governor of the State: 


Sm: In.compliance With the provisions of the law defining 
the duties of State Treasurer, I submit, herewith, as a report of 
the transactions of this office, in the publie monies for the fiscal 
year ending October 31st, 1853, the following statements, viz: 

Statement “A” shows the receipts and disbursements on 
general or State account, and the balance now remaining in 
the Treeasury. 

Statement “B”-shows the appropriation for each class and 
description of publie debt; the amount paid, and the balance 
undrawn in the Treasury. 

Statement “O” shows, in a consolidated form, the total re- 
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ceipts and payments on State account for the two years ending 
October 81st, 1853. 

By reference to statement marked “A,” it will be seen that 
the balance of disbursable funds remaining in the Treasury 
amounts to three millions nine hundred and sixty-five thou- 
sand three hundred and one dollars and ninety-four cents, 
($3,965,301 94); to this amount might be added the further 
sum of eighty-nine thousand three hundred and seventy-five 
dollars ($89,375), which, I am confident, will soon be realizad 
in cash and deposited in the Treasury, being for the interest 
coupons due July ist, 1858, upon three millions five hundred 
and seventy-five thousand dollars ($3,575,000) United States 
five per cent. bonds. This addition would: increase the balance 
to four million fifty-four thousand six hundred and seventy-six 
dollars and ninety-four cents ($4,054,676 94). 

I have during the last year been successful in turning inte 
cash and placing the same in the Treasury, the interest coupons 
falling due upon the above amount of bonds July ist, 1852, 
and January ist, 1853, amounting to one hundred and seventy- 
eight thousand sevén hundred and fifty dollars ($178,750), with- 
out charge or expense to the State. I have also turned into 
cash and deposited the same in the Treasury, the interest cou- 
pons for July {st, 1852, and January let, 1853, upon fifty three 
thousand dollars ($53,000) United States bonds standing tô the” 
credit of the General School Fund, which interest amontted to 
two thousand six hundred and fifty dollars ($2,650). The cou- 
pons due July ist, 1853, upon the said bonds, will likely soon 
be realized in cash, and properly increases the cash now in the 
Treasury to the credit of the General School Find in the sum 
of one thousand three hundred and twenty-five dollars ($1,325), 
making the total of said fund eighty-threo thousand five hun- 
dred and eighteen dollars and thirty-three cents ($83,518 33). 

The third section of the act of February 16th, 1852, making 
appropriations for the support of the Government for the yenrs 
1852 and °53, authorizes the Treasurer to transfer to the account 
of General School-Fand a sufficient amount of the United States 
five per cent. bonds to cover the amount of specie at that time 
in the Treasury standing to the eredit of said account. 

This transfer was made to the amount of $17,000. 

As it seems to ba the desire of the people of Texas that the 
iund for the praisewbrthy purpose of Education should be, as 
far as practicable, an accumulating and increasing one, I would 
respectfully suggest that the Legislature give the Treasurer the 
authority to transfer annually, on the dist day of -July, a sufli- 
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cient amount of the United States bonds to the credit of the ac- 
count of General School Fund to cover the specie to the credit 
of said account at the time of such transfer, giving to the School 
F'und the benefit of all interest accruing upon the bonds, from 
and after the first day óf July next previous to such transfer. 

' Ideem it advisable, in order to explain a part of my official 
acts for and during the year ending October 31st, 1852, to add 
herein the following extract from my official report under date 
December 6th, 1852, to the Executive office : : 

* By virtue of the authority of acts passed upon the subject, 
the Treasurer on the 16th day of February last (1852), com- 
menced the payment of that portion of the publie debt for 
which appropriations had been made. At that time the condi- 
tion of the Treasury was thus: 

“Tn United States five per cent. bonds, — ^,$5,000,000 00 

“ In specie received for interest on U.S. bonds, 250,600 00 

“ By the act making appropriations for the support of Govern- 
ment for the years 1852 and °53, the interest received upon U. 
States bonds was assigned to meet those appropriations, -A 
sufficient amount of the bonds, or the proceeds thereof, were 
appropriated to pay the publie debt. The Treasurer com- 
menced “the payment of the debt by using the specie in the 
Treasury, less a sufficient amount to meet the current expenses 

z of the Government, trusting that the demands upon the Trea- 
bury on account of the public debt would not be so great aa to 
- exhaust the Treasury before a sale of United States bonds could 
be made by the Comptroller, under anthority of the act of the 
Legislature providing for the sale of one million, approved 16th 
February, 1952. In this, however, he was disappointed, as so 
great was the demand upon the Treasury for redemption of debt, 
that the specie was exhausted in ten days time; while the bids 
for the bonds were not to be opened by the Comptroller until 
the 4th day of Mar, It, therefore, became necessary either to 
suspend the payment of the debt fur over two months, or Issue 
the bonds. | 

“Upon consultation with your Excellency and the Comptroller 
it was deemed advisable to pay out the bonds at a premium of 
three per cent, on the same to such as desired them in prefer- 
ence to waiting until the Treasury could be supplied with spe- 
cie, Itwas considered that it would be injurious to the inter- 
ests of the State, in the future sale of the bends, to pay them 
from the Treasury at their face, when it was evident they were 
sought with avidity by capitalists at a premium above the rate 
established, The firak bonds were issued on the 26th of Feb- 
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ruary" last (1852), when a bodk was opened showing the num: 
ber of the bond; the amount of interest due and charged to 
«date; the “amount of premium charged, and the receipt of the 
person tovhom the band was issued. To the 4th of May last, 
(when the payment of bonds was suspended,) the Treasurer had 
paid out the number of five hundred and seventy-two, antount- 
ing in principal to five hundred and seventy-two thousand dol- - 
lars ($579,000), and collected in interest due upon the same 
the sum of seven thousand two hundred and eighty dollars and 
thirty cents (87,280 30), which amount he deposited in the 
Treasury to the credit of the State. to 

The premium charged and collected upon said bonds amount- 
ed to seventeen thousand one hundred and sixty dollars 
($17,160). From this amount all the expenses of the Comp- 
troller to New York and Washington City and back; insur- 
ance and transportation of specié, &c., incident to the sale of 
United’ States bonds under act of February 16th, 1852, were 
paid, amounting, as per statement * D," herewith submitted, to 
the sum of “eleven thousand one hundred and sixty-six dollars 
and sixty-six cents ($11,116 66). 

“The balance of five thousand nine hundred and ninety-three 
dollars and eighty-four cents ($5,998 84) was depcsited in the 
Treasury to the credit of the State. 

* As the Legislature had neglected to make appropriation ‘for * 
the expenses attending ‘the sale of the bonds, it was deemed 

roper to pay the same out of the premium which had been col- 
ected in this office (without the direct authority of law) upon 
the bonds disbursed therefrom, and leave it for the Legislature 
to sanction the course pursued, if judged correct, and express 
by law -in what manner the account relative to the same shall 
be settled. - f 
- “Tn the payment of the bonds at the arbitrary premium of 
three per cent., it was optional with claimants to take them, or 
wait a short time for the specie; and while, in most cases, they 
were taken, it is believed that few or none suffered loss there- 
“from. On the contrary many gained, as the actual value of fhe 
bonds in market was above the rate charged by the office, as 
evidenced by the price the bonds brought upon the bids opened 
on the 4th day of May last. The determination to charge-a pre- 
“mium upon the bonds paid out, placed the Treasurer in an em- 
barrassing and unpleasing situation from the fact, that when 
complaints were made, which was sometimes the case, he could 
not plead authority of law for his course; while, at the same 
time, he felt conscious that he was acting for the best interest 
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-àf the State, and believed that his conduct would-be approved 


by the proper authorities of the same. - Zr 

* Beyond the amount of seventeen thousand one hundred 
and sixty dollars ($17,160) by which the State was di- 
rectly benefitted, it is believed that the plan adopted and pur- 
sued had a beneficial effect upon the sale of bonds, in an in- 
crease of premium above what would otherwise have been the 
case had the Treasurer paid out the bonds at par. 

“In order to show that the preminm established could not be 
considered as injurious to claimants upon the Treasury, or as 
depriving them of any just right or demand, the Treasurer will 
state that so soon as it was determined to suspend the issue of 
the bonds and return to specie payments, many ‘complaints 
were made, claimants considering it an actual hardship to have 


a 


no choice butto take the specie. Offers were made by persons’ 


having demands upon the Treasury of as high a rate as four per 
cent. for the bonds, which offers were, of course, refused, as the 
Treasurer was then supplied with specie sufficient to meet all 
demands, and.it being for the benefit of the State that as large 
an amount of the bonds as possible should be held in the Treas- 
ury, on account of the value of the accruing interest.” 

A part of the duties of this office are to receive and disburse 
certain funds which have no connection with the State reve- 
nue~—accounts that are denominated Special Deposites; an ex- 
hibit of these transactions for the fiscal year ending October 

"81st, 1853, will be found in the following statements, viz: 

Statement marked “D” shows the receipts and disburse- 
ments of Special Deposites, and the balance now in the Treas- 
ary. 

Siaina “E” shows the deposites now in the Treasury to 
the credit of -estates of persons who died in the State without 
leaving heirs to represent them before the Probate Courts, upon 
the final setilement of such estates. , 

I am aware that the people of the State feel a deep interest 
in the affairs of the office which I have the honor to administer, 
and more particularly so at this time, when so large an amount 
of money is in the Treasury. They desire and expect that the 
monetary affairs shall be conducted with faithfulness and hon- 
esty; and as for the past two years the business of this office 
has been great,—a very large amount of money having been 
received and disbursed, and still a large balance in my hands as 
Treasurer. I would most respectfully solicit and request, through 


: your Excellency, of the State Legislature, now in session, the 


appointment of a committee to examine the office. I desire a 
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rigid scrutiny and thorough investigation into all my acts, offi- 
cial or otherwise, bearing upon the conducting of the treasury 
affairs. I have endeavored faithfully to obey all the laws passed 
for the governance of this office; I feel conscious that in my 
acts I have violated none of those laws; and when from tho 
necessity of circumstances I have felt compelled to act without 
authority of law, it has always been done with an eye single to 
the benefit and best interest of the State; and fur these acts I 
desire to, and I hope shall. stand justified by the people of 
Texas when the resnlt is shown to their representatives and 
senators, and their report made thereon exhibiting, as it must, 
that by those very acts I have saved to the State quite a large 
amount of money. 
All of which is very respectfully submitted.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

The joint Select Committee, appointed for the purpose of exe: 
mining the situation of the Treasury, having discharged that 
duty strictly in accordance with the spirit of their instructions, 
beg leave to report: That the most rigid and thorough scrutiny. 
not only exhibits every dollar with which the Treasurer stands 
charged, but a disinterested devotion to the interest and pros- 
perity of his State, on Che Part of that officer, not always evinced 
by those having public funds in charge. The books are neatly 
kept, and easy of reference; the accounts and entire affairs of 
the office systematically arranged, and, what is best of all, the 
money is all there. The Committee did not fot a moment en- 
tertain a doubt of this being the case, but they conceived it to be 
their duty to know the fact from actual examination, and therë- 
fore overhauled the whole department—haudled every doilar, 
and, by carefully weighing and counting, ascertained the amount 
of money and other assets on hand, and the correctness of the 
Treasurers report in relation to the State funds. Great credit is 
certainly due that gentlernan. Millions of dollars have passed. 


.throngh his hands, and millions are still under his charge ; yet, 


the committee find no discrepancy in his accounts, and nothing 
out of place. 

The Committee deem it due to Mr. Raymond to say, that he 
has saved more than three thousand dollars to the State in col- 
lecting interest on the United States bonds now in the Treasury 
of the State, by exchanging the mterest coupons for cash, at par, 
as oppoitunity offered, instead of paying a percentage to collect; 
or sending on an agent for that purpose at great expense and risk 
to the State.
